The grain standar's board which does 
not touch the 27,000,060 bushel crop of 
Manitoha of which a large proportion 
is below the standards of the act and 


| is as a matter of fact injured and um 


sound, but degrades the 4,000,000 bush- 


|} el crop ot North Alberta of which 
a large propartion, admitied- 
ly exceeds the requirements of 


the act, asks too great a stretch of 
credulity when its members wish peo- 
ple to believe that the action wag (fak+ 
en from disinterested motives pr for 
the public good.. 

The Manitoba oat crop of 1900, was 
short in quantity and inferior in qual- 
ity. The shortage was largely sup-~ 
plied from Edmonton, and was bandled 
by the same men who are handling the 
crop of this season. The standards 
board ‘vas in existence last year as 
it is this year, and with the same pow- 
ers. The Edmonton crop of last sea- 
Son was altogether inferior in quality 
asin quantity to the crop of this sea- 
son. How did it happen that the 
standards board in that devation to 
duty which has always been their guid- 
ing star, did not grade Alberta oats as 
frozen last year? Simply because the 
same opportunities for mia nipul> ting 
the price by manipulatting the grades, 
did not exist. ‘ 

As the Bulletin has already said, only 
a small proportion of the ont crop! of 
any country is usually of first class 
The proportion of 
good milling oats to the whole crep is 
probably greater in the Edmonton dis- 
trict than any where else on the con- 
tinent,—this year as wel] as in other 
years. Evidently the oatmeal millers 
af Manitoba; need ‘a share af these 
oats this season owing to the inferinr 
quality of the Manitoha, crop. It is 
quite a stroke of business which en- 
ables these gentlemen to purchase Ed- 
monton milling oats ai feed ptices, 
It is well worth the effort necessary 
to get a resolution railroaded through 
the standards board, upon which «he 
Territories are Practically, and Al. 
berta absolutely unrepresenied. The 
effect of the action of the Standards 
board so far is to reduce thfa walue of 
Edmonton oats about 1 1-2c a bushel. 
That is, oats which were contracted 
for as “2 white” are now accepted in 


Winnipeg as “2 Alberta” or injured, | 


at 11-2 cents less than the “2 white” 
price. Ou an estimated expor: of 3,- 
060,009 bushels this means $45,000 off 
the value of North Alberta's crop 
this year.. But ihe difference ‘be- 
tween feed acd raillimg oats generally 
averages wearer three than two cents 
a bushel, and this repiresents the rake 
off of the combine on their handling 
of Edmonton milling oats. as a rasuli 
of the “commercial” grades fixed ‘by 
the standarde hoard,—from purely dis- 
interested motivas,—of course. 

Just a word regarding two points on 
which the standards board man takes 
issue with the Bulletin. Not that it 
makes any differerce on the main 
question but as showing how ne is will- 
ing to use the large circulation pf the 
Free Press, and how the Free Press is 
willing, if not anxious, to ajlow its 
large circulation to he used, to utterly 
inisrepresent! the position and don- 
tentions of the Bulletin. “In the first 
plece” says our friend, “a statement 
was made in the (builetin) article that 
three-quarters of the oats inspected 
graded No. 1 white. Now if you look 
at the inspector’s reperts up to date 
you will see that out of 910 cars o@ 
oats inspected 17 have graded No. 1 
white,” This *s clearly intended as a 
knock out blow. What the Bulletin 
said wus, after, qaoting the grades | 
as defined in the act; “Under ihe 
above grading it is well within the 
mark to say that three-fourths of the 
oats marketed so far tbis season at Ed- | 
monton, Strathcona, Leduc and We- 
taskiwin, are No. 1 aud average above | 
No. 1 in quality.” The Bulletin may 
have been wrong in waking that state- 
ment, but the Bulletin was not wrong 
in the staiement ajttributed to it in 
the Free Press for it did noi’ make 
it. It is easy even for an 
anoy mously interviewed person to 
disprove his opponents argument ‘if he 


is al'owed to supply the statement 
which he wishes to disprove. 

Nor is the Free Press interview, any 
nearer the fact when it states that 
the Bulletin accused the voard of ‘tak- 
ing the action complained of for ‘the 
purpose of spoiling the contract with 
the British government. The Bulle- 
tin did not say so. On the coutrary 
the action of the board had the very 
opposite tendency for vious reasons. 
As long as the combine over bid the 
goverrment contract very little oats 
went on it. But as soon as the price 
was dropped in Winnipeg by the com- 
bine acting on the decision of the 
standards board, oats went forward 
more freely to the goverumeni.

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NORTHWEST SCHOOLS. 

In a recent issue of the Bulleiin, at- 
tention) was draw:: to an important 
change in the schoo! law affecting the 
collection pf over-due gchool taxes. A 
further study of the school legislation 
presented by the Territorial g>vern- 
ment at the last session of the lagis- 
lative assembly, and adopted by ii, re- 
vealsi‘a number of other ridical 
changes in the law. which will come in- 
to force on Jan. Ist. prox.; a ‘reference 
to which at the present juncture is, 
therefore, apropos. The subject of 
educa‘ion in a new and widely scatier. 
ed country such as the Territories, is 
one which calls for the most serious 
conside:ation which keen and well- 
trained intellects can give to it. It is 
satisfactory to know that the depart- 
ment Of the Territorial government 
charged with this subject, has endeave 
ored, to establish a system suited to 
our) special requirements, adopting 
many of the best features of the law 
in the older provinces, and at the same 
time avoiding their weaknesses and de- 
fects. The consolidation of the school 
law of the Territories, made at the 
last session, comprises three ordin- 
ances; The school ordinance, the 
school assessment ordinance, and the 
school grants ordinance. 

\ The School ordinance. 

The school ordinance constitutes the 
general school law of the country, and 
came into force oa Sept. 1st last. By 
it, the former council of public instruc- 
tion is abolished, as cumbersome and 
unwieldy, and is superseded by a de- 
partment of education, with a commia- 
sioner in charge, following along the 
lines of the constitution of the other 
departments of the public service of 
the Territories. Hon. Mr. Hauliain is | 
the administrative he2d of the depart- 
ment, his wide knowledge of western 
conditions specially qualifyixg him to 
supetintend Gur educational affairs. 
His efforts are ably seconded by the 
appointment as deputy commissioner, 
of Mr. J. A. Calder, a genileman who 
held a ‘high reputation in the teaching 
profession befyre entering ihe govern- 
ment service, and who bas since been 
charged with working out the details 
of the consolidated school laws. The 
ordinance provides for the creation of 
an; educational council, to be gompsdsed 
of five members, two of whom must-be 
off the Roman Catholic faith. The 
functions of the council are purely ad- 
visory. They will meet once a year 
and make recemmendations as to ex- 
aminations, courses of Study, inspec- 
tion, text books, ete. The ordinance 
seis forth the manner in which school 
districts may be erecied, but delegates 
to jthe commissioner the power to erect 
a, district, even if the people concerned 
decline to s0 so. This con tingency may 
only arise in cases, for example, where 
bachelors, having no special interest 
in or use for schoals, may predominate 
in voting strength over heads of fara- 
ilies; or, in the cmse of a large repre- 
seniation of foreigners or others who 
may ibe disincliaad to share the advan- 
tages) and consequent expense: of a 
local school. By this ordinance, a pro- 
per system of audit, under government 
supervision, is established. During 
1900 the sum of $170,000 was expended 
in goveroment greute to schools; and 
$300,000 was spent by the districts 
themselves, a, total expenditure of al- 
most fhalf a million dollars. The ne- 
cessity for hpyving this large disburse- 
ment properly audited, is apparent. To 
perform these services, upwards of a 
hundred competent auditors have been 
appointed througbout the couatry, to 
audit accounts and report to the dis- 
trict and to the department. The fee 
prescrifoed for audit is $3 in rural (dis- 
tricts and $5 in villages districts. 

Probably! the most intricate ques- 
tion; to be dealii with in connectiion 
with the school law, was the matter of 
foeign, languages. The people of the 
Territories gre essentially cosmopolitan 
and during recent years an eyer-in- 
creasing agitation has heen going on 
for permission to teach ani elementary 
course of instruction im the respective 
foreign languages in various parts of 
the country. This privilege the as- 
seurbly, after repeated cliscussions, has 
deemed it wise to withold. The people 
became dissatisfied, and many schools 
were closed. After hearing an_influ- 
ential depntation at the Jate session, 
Mr. Hnultain submitted 2 clause, which 
was adopted unanimously, providing 
ihat, “subject to departmental regu- 
lations”, a school board may employ a 
cq.npetent person to give instruction 
ir. a, foreign languajge to all ‘pupils 
whose parents so desire, but such cou- 
rse “shall not supersede or interfere 
with the instruction of the teacher;” 
and a special rate of taxation shall be 
imposed by the board upon the parents 
of{\ such pupils to pay the instrrctor 
and all charges and expemses. it 
will therefore be m.0ted that while the 
desired priv-loge is extended to foreign- 
ers, (who have empressed themselves 
as satisfied with the concession) all 
; Schools must be «conducted in Engiish 

and, their efficiertoy is not impaired. 

The School Assisssment Ordinance. 

The School Assessment Grdinance 
will come into effect on Jan. ist. ‘orox. 
For the purposes vf the Ordinance,dis- 
tricts are divided into three classes. 
Town, Village ars Rura! Districts. In 
town districts, a]{1 scheol taxes will be 
levied and. collect ed by the town muni- 
cipality, thus rey lacing the old system 
of separate assessment rolls and col- 
lection, machinerty far the tuwn itself 
and for the a7ja cent country limits. In 
village districts, the method of levy 
and collection remains; practically the 
Same as heretofore. 

A radical cheénge is made in the man- 
ner of levy fond collection of taxes 
in} rural distgricts. Districts are re- 
quired to adgpt the singl tax on land 


system, all personal property being ex- 


empt; the same principle veing adopied x POPP OPO LAL OD A 


as is in vogue-in the collection of Jocal 

improvement! taxes, with the excep- | 
tion that the maximum taxation levi- 

aole is 10 cents per acre. This system 

has been adopted so that great areas 

of land owned by corporations, such 

as the ©. P. R., company, colonization 

companies, etc., may be compelled to 
pay an equitable share of the general 

school taxes of the country. Railway 

lands are rapidly being prtented, which 
will place them within reach of the tax 

eollector, and struggling settlers will 
not be compelled much longer to bear} 3x 
the bulk of the burden of supporting 
local schools, while these land-ow ning 
drones go practically free. 

The manner of tax collection has al- 
teady been dealt with in these columns. 
Taxes two years over-due, are paid by 
the government, which assumes the 
duty of collection, thus relieving the 
district of the complicated system of 
advertisement and szle, and assuring 
to the district the full amount of their 
estimated revenue. 

The school grants ordinance will 
eome into force on Jan. Ist, 1902. A 
taview of its provisions will appear in 
a later issue. Aieed

“In, the first place a statement was 
raade in the article that three-quart- 
ers of the oats inspected graded No. 1 
pviiite.
